TANKER GOLLIDE 


IN DENSE FOG 


, The Constitution Shears 


Off Bow of Norwe- 
gian Ship — Both 
Make Port Unaided. 


NEW YORK, March-2 (AP)— 
Coast Guard investigators to- 
day sought the cause of a col- 
lision between the American 


Export luxury liner Constitu- , 


tion and the Norwegian oil 
tanker Jalanta yesterday. 

The liner cut deep into the 
bow of the tanker, which 
swung back and forth for half 


an hour after the crash. The 
100-foot bow section finally 
broke free, but remained 
afloat. 


The liner had a gash in its 
bow about eight feet above the 
water line, 40 feet long and 15 
feet wide. Both ships ‘made 
port without help. 

The bow section of the tank- 
er was towed to port by tugs 
N.J. 

The ships collided outside 
New York harbor. There were 
no injuries 

The accident occurred in a 
dense fog, shortly before 11 
a.m., at a crossing of the sea 
lanes five miles southeast of 
Ambrose Light. 

Each ship had just completed 
an overhaul. The tanker which 
carried no cargo, had a crew 
of 42. The 30,000-ton liner 
carried a crew of 112 and 20 
technicians. The only passen- 


gers were a vice president of | 


the ship line and a vice presi- 
dent of the repair yard and 
their wives. 

The gross tonnage of the 
‘tanker is less than half that 
of the liner—12,228 gross tons. 
|The ships are closer in length, 
‘about 570 feet for the tanker 
and 683 for the liner. 

Both ships carry radar and 
| other modern navigational aids. 
| The Constitution was built in 
|Quincy, Mass., in 1951 at a 
cost of $25,000,000. It was re- 
turning from a multi-million- 
dollar conversion job, two 
months of work that re-shaped 
its forward superstructure and 
added more staterooms.

Although little has thus far 
been said about it, an excep- 
tionally heavy nuclear fallout 
/in Canada and the northern

,under intensive study. One 
‘reason is believed to be the 
accidental concurrence of up- 


|per air lanes bringing together 
' over this area atomic dust from 
the Russian tests of last fall, 
the series held in Nevada and 
those in the upper atmosphere 
out of Hawaii. 

Anotaer reason is the nature 
of the fallout from the Russian 
tests. This shows that test ex- 
plosions were of weapons of a 
particularly “dirty” type. Fur- 
ther study may also reveal that 
| the Russians have achieved a 
‘higher ratio of explosive force 
in a smaller warhead by a 
process scientists characterize 
as extremely expensive in nu- 
clear materials as well as ex- 
tremely dirty. By “dirty” they 
/mean giving off.a high propor- 
tion of radioactive contamina- 
tion which poisons the atmos- 
'phere and finds its way into 
food products. 


| Propaganda Campaign. 


At the same time the Admin- 
istration seems determined to 
break off the talks with the 
Russians on atomic testing that 
have been dragging on at 
Geneva. A massive propagan- 
da campaign is being launched 
from the Pentagon and through 
certain inudstry spokesmen to 
the effect that continued test- 
ing ‘is vital to America’s mili- 
tary security. 

This does not accord with 
the testimony, largely kept se- 
cret by the censor’s blue pen- 
cil, taken by Senator Hubert 
Humphrey (Dem.), Minnesota, 
in his disarmament subcommit- 
tee. Leading weapons scien- 
tists testified that a detection 
system can be made violation- 
proof and that America’s weap- 
ons can be improved in the 
laboratory without tests. 

The report of the National 
Advisory Committee on Radia- 
tion, of which Dr. Russell H. 
Morgan of Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity is chairman, speaks of 
“the aura of uncertainty which 
prevails in regard to where 
responsibility for radiation con- 
trol lies in our governmental 
structure.” 

The Atomic Energy Commis- 
sion, the report notes, is gravely 
handicapped because it is both 
judge and defendant. The re- 
sponse of AEC to all reports 
| of increased radiation is to put 
out reassuring statements.

WASHINGTON, 
(AP)—Secretary of Defense 
Neil H. McElroy said today 
the United States is. prepared 
to make good on President 
Eisenhower's pledge to “not 
yield one inch on our rights in 
Berlin.” 


The Berlin issue came up 
at a House Space Committee 
hearing in a discussion of 
whether the United States 
some day change 
policy and become the first 
attacker 

Representative James Fulton 
(Rep.), Pennsylvania, wanted to 
know whether in view of the 
Russian attitude on Berlin the 
United States is adequately 
protected in a firm position 
and “if not, should we mobilize 
in whole or in part.” 

McElroy said the matter had 
been under “specific considera- 
tion” by the Joint Chiefs of 
Staff and the State Depart- 
ment. 

“We are prepared to meet 
various stages of the Berlin 
situation as it develops,” he 
declared, adding: “We are pre- 
pared to make good on the 
statement of the President that 
we will not yield one inch on 
our rights in Berlin.” 

McElroy said “I don't think 
the Russians want to start a 
war.” 

No Mobilization Now. 

Also, he said there are no 
United States plans now to 
mobilize because cf the Ger- 
man crisis, adding “we don’t 
regard that as being required 
at this time.” 

McElroy indicated, however, 
there may be some steps to 
strengthen the United States 
position but he did not specify 
what they would be. 

Representative Victor L. An- 
fuso (Dem.), New York, raised 
the possibility that Berlin 
could touch off a world con- 
flict. 

“Every time you resist ag- | 
gression you have to consider | 
that possibility,” McElroy con- 
ceded. We think we have a'! 
definite offensive superiority 
over the Russians at this time,” 
he added. 

To Anfuso’s suggestion that 
Russia could defeat the United 
States by forcing it to bankrupt 
itself, McElroy said he did not 
think Russia cared how it de- 
feated the United States. 

He said Russia “intends to

stick right with it,” until it 
defeats the United States “one 
way or another.” 


Policy on Attack. 
Representative John W. Mc- 
Cormack of Massachusetts, the 
House Democratic majority 
leader, drew from McElroy the 
comment that “our policy is 
that we will not attack first.” 


McCormack called this “a 
rather untenable one in case 
of great emergency.’ Noting 


McElroy’s mention that United 
States policy was based in part 
on American public opinion, he 
said “public opinion doesn’t win 
war.” 

McElroy said the _ don't- 
strike-first policy has been set 
by the Executive but “whether 
that will always be true is 
something else.” 

He acknowledged that from 
the military standpoint it makes 
things tougher “because we are 
not aggressive.”

—Two supersonic Army mis- 
siles destroyed each other 
seven miles above the earth in 
the greatest challenge thus far 
to the hunter cunning of the 
deadly Hawk interceptor, it 
was disclosed yesterday.

The orchestra at first 
fused to play for Edouard Van 
Remoortel, conductor and mu- 
sical director, at a rehearsal 
preceding the concert yester- 
day afternoon at Kiel Audito- 
rium opera house. 

However, after a 50-minute 
delay, orchestra members 
14, to play for 
Van Remoortel at rehearsal, 
at the concert and on the tour. 
The musicians voted to per- 
form under Van Remoortel’s 
baton after they were assured

When the conductor walked 
onto the stage at 11 am. to 
begin rehearsal, he was _ in- 
formed by George A. Hussey, 
English horn player and chair- 
man of the orchestra commit- 
tee, that the 85-member or- 
chestra had decided at a meet- 
ing a short time earlier not 
to perform for him. 

Referring to his plan to dis- 
charge 17 musicians at the end

time. For now, we have a con- 
cert and a tour.” 

The 85 orchestra members 
greeted his remarks in silence.

He was reported convinced 
that East-West negotiation is 
essential—and that negotiation 
without Premier Khrushchev 
at the table would be pointless.

The panel, headed by Repre- 
sentative Thomas E. Morgan 
(Dem.), Pennsylvania, chair- 
man of the committee on for- 
eign affairs, said it issued an 
Interim report because it de- 
cided unpleasant conditions 
which were turned up called 
for prompt correction. 

Some in Congress thought 
the report would make more 
difficult the Administration’s 
effort to obtain more foreign 
aid funds. Others viewed the 
report as presenting guideposts 


for making the mtual assist- | 


ance programs more effective. 
Examples of Faults. 

The subcommittee 
no flagging of faith in the 
program as a whole, and called 
for cures of the faults it had 
found. It found, for example: 

1. Pilferage of military 
supplies and equipment pro- 
vided by the United States 
in certain recipient coun- 
tries, and military supplies 
furnished by this country di- 
verted to civilian and other 
uses contrary to congres- 
sional intentions. 

2. A great lack of judg- 
ment in requesting military 
items. In one motor pool, 
the report said, enough tires 
were supplied within a year 
to make 44 tires available 
for each truck. 

3. An installation equipped 
by the United States to re- 
build and manufacture mili- 
tary materiel was found to 
be maufacturing airplanes 
for the personal use of cer- 
tain officers of the armed 
forces of the _ recipient 
country. The congressional 
intent, it was added, was to 
equip the military forces for 
defense purposes. 

4. Apartment houses for 
civilians were under con- 
struction, using materials 
and equipment supplied by 
the United States only for 
military construction. 

5. The scarcity of consum- 
er goods and low pay scales 
of military and civil service 
provided an _ incentive for 
stealing United States mili- 
tary supplies. 

6. Suppiv operations, put 
into the hands of the recipi- 
ent countries by law, had led 
to much confusion, particu- 
larly in countries where lan- 
guage difficulty obtained. In 
one, the report said, stock 
records were “filled out for 
so wiany cases of ‘this side

7. There was “abundant 
evidence,” the investigators 
found, that local agents, par- 
ticularly in Asia, were un- 
able to “do the supply job 
assigned to them.” Hence, it 
continued, there was no ac- 
curate basis for estimating 
what a military force need- 
ed. One example cited was 
that only one carburetor for 
two one-half ton trucks was 
in stock for an entire army, 
and none was found at the 
ordnance base depot. 

In another case it was found 
that at one installation the 
supply of a particular ammu- 
nition was adequate for 185 
years of normal use. 

Findings on Weapons. 
The investigators found, too, 
that weapons designed for the 
United States might not be 
best for use by Asian coun- 
tries. Yet, they said, many al- 
lied countries wanted the big- 
gest, best and most up-to-date 
—although it would take many 
years to train men to handle 
them. 

The subcommittee found 
that there was a lack of co-op- 
eration on the part of some 
allies. It mentioned no names 
of countries for two reasons: It 
did not want to reflect unfa- 
vorably on allied officials. It 
wanted corrections to be made 
without dissensions in the 
countries where fault was 
found. 

The subcommittee, however, 
said it encountered numerous 
incidents that indicated that 
governments receiving United 
States military aid had failed 


to “do their share.’ In one 
case, it found, deliveries of 
American trucks were sus- 


pended because the recipient 
government failed to provide 
gasoline and anti-freeze _ to 
keep them in operation. 

The investigating panel em- 
phasized that it had found no 
evidence that the faults found 
reflected any lack of interest 
of governments in question in 
building a strong defense, or 
indicate that United States aid 
was not appreciated. 


J, EDGAR HOOVER REPORTS 
‘APPALLING’ RISE IN CRIME 


WASHINGTON, 
(AP)\—Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation Director J. Edgar 
Hoover yesterday reported 
what he called an appalling in- 
crease in major crimes last 
year. He said a preliminary di- 
gest of police reports from all 
parts of the country indicates 
an increase of 8 per cent over 
1957. 

The digest involves the pro- 
cessing of offenses known to 
the police in cities of over 25.,- 
000 population. This covers 
about 87 per cent of the total 
population. 

Hoover said these reports re- 
flected increases of 5 per cent 
in murders, 10 per cent in | 
forcible rapes, 14 per cent in| 
robberies, 2 per cent in ag- 
gravated assaults, 10 per cent | 
in burglaries, 9 per cent in| 
larcenies involving more than | 
$50, and 2 per cent in auto 
thefts. The FBI director said 
the number of juvenile arrests 
continues to rise, with an in-| 
dicated increase of about 612 
per cent in 1958. |

(AP) — AFL-Ci0 President 
George Meany said today the 
National Association of Manu- 
facturers “is not as willing to 
accept legislation to suppress 
racketeering and _ unethical 
practices by employers as the 
trade union movement is to 
drive out the betrayers of la- 
bor.’ 

Meany also. said _ rackets 
thrive because of what he called

ment authorities.” 

Meany, speaking to 3500 
delegates to the AFL-CIO 
building and construction 
trades department's legislative 
conference, said a Congression- 
al investigation of the “break- 
down” of law enforcement is 
needed. He suggested that such 
hearings be conducted by a 
committee other than the Sen- 
ate Rackets Committee.

STRUGGLE OVER THE FUTURE design of the Central 
African Federation is going on in the Rhodesias and Nyasa- | 
land.

This anomaly stems from the 
structure of the federation.

Hence the state of emer- 
gency enabling the government 
of Southern Rhodesia to arrest 
all the African National Con- 
gress leaders without charges 
or warrants and to prohibit all 
African Congress activities. 

The tip-off on the basic rea- 
soning behind this action was 
contained in the text of Sir 
Edgar’s statement announcing 
the state of emergency. Al- 
though he said it was pro- 
claimed because of the Nyasa- 
land disorders, which had oc- 
curred only a few days previ- 
ously, he also said that “many 
weeks of planning have’ gone 
into this operation which is in 
progress at the presetn time.

Given the alternatives that faced him after 
the filings closed, Mayor Tucker’s indorse- 
ment of Alderman A. J. Cervantes of the 
Fifteenth Ward for the Democratic nomina- 
tion for President of the Board of Aldermen 
is sound, and in the best interest of both his 
party and the city as a whole.

Mr. Harris is backed by the same precinct 
workers who for six years have fought the 
Mayor and his efforts to reform city govern- 
ment and revitalize downtown and the neigh- 
borhoods.

Alderman Harris has demonstrated in the 
lest two fiscal crises that his approach is just 
the opposite. Egged on by a representative 
of the Teamsters and by the anti-Tucker Re- 
corder of Deeds, Anthony Denny, Mr. Harris 
played the small-time demagogue and, throw- 
ing reason to the wind, built up an atmosphere 
of spurious emotionalism for the “little man.” 
Mr. Harris’s basic prescription for solving the 
city’s financial problems has been “spend, 
syend, spend” and then soak the utilities, the 
brewers or anybody else who then would pass 
the tax right back to the same little man. 


It will be a sad doy for independent Demo- 
ersts and renk-and-file members of the city’s 
majority party if they permit the North Side 
ward bosses to put over the nomination of 
one so irresponsible and self-serving as Al- 
derman Harris. Independents can prevent 
this by supporting the Mayor and voting 
March 10 for Alderman Cervantes, who is 
clearly the preferable candidate. 


More Strontium-90 Data 


A new study of strontium-90 in milk by 
Consumers Union differs in detail from 
measurements by the Public Health Service, 
but the main point of both is the same—that 
the strontium-90 content of milk is going up 
each year. According to the Consumers Union 
survey, the content in mid-1958 was more 
than two strontium units higher than in mid- 
1957. 

St. Louis showed a slightly lower rating in 
the Consumers Union survey, taken over four 
weeks last July and August, than in Public 
Health Service statistics for roughly the same 
period—11.1 units by CU, and 13.4 by PHS. 
But now come PHS figures for the last quar- 
ter of 1958 which show that in November St. 
Louis milk samples measured 20.1 units, the 
highest yet recorded anywhere. The St. Louis 
average for the year was 13.2 units. 


These figures are no occasion for public 
alarm. The strontium-90 levels are still be- 
low permissible amounts. The Greater St. 
Louis Citizens’ Committee for Nuclear Infor- 
mation and Consumers Union agree that milk 
remains an essential food for children and 
must not be eliminated from the diet. As 
Consumers Union says, that would be like re- 
fusing an X-ray examination for a broken leg. 

What the figures do show is the need for 
much more detailed information from a 
wider sample of cities. The St. Louis Citizens’ 
Committee, headed by Dean-Emeritus Alex- 
ander S. Langsdorf of Washington University 
School of Engineering, is making a valuable 
contribution in this respect. It is not only re- 
porting in sober and responsible fashion the 
presently available facts, but sponsors the 
extraordinary Baby Tooth Survey to widen 
the range of known facts. The Committee 
hopes to collect 50,000 discarded baby teeth 
a year, to provide material for analysis of 
strontium-90 absorption from food. Its labors 
deserve the broadest support. They are poten- 
tially of national as well as local significance. 


Too Rigid on Taxes 


Those provisions of the Missouri Constitu- 
tion limiting certain local tax rates have 
been made obsolete by inflation and popula- 
tion growth. The Legislature ought to give 
the people an opportunity to revise them. 

The principal difficulty arises in connec- 
tion with the ceiling on school tax rates. The 
89-cent limitation that the Constitution sets 
on the St. Louis system is obviously out of 
touch with reality; so is the $1 limitation on 
outstate districts. In St. Louis county all 29 
districts are well over this mark, and some 
have jumped two and three times as high 
with voter consent. 

Two changes are needed. First the ceilings 
themselves should be lifted to more realistic 
levels. Second, the requirement of a two- 
thirds favorable majority to extend over-ceil- 
ing rates for more than two years should be 
eliminated. There may be some justification 
for such a substantial majority to pass a bond 
issue which commits the taxpayer for 20 
years. Extension of. over-ceiling school tax 
rates for four years by simple majority vote 
would appear to be fair and reasonable. 

The constitutional provision also needs to 
be made somewhat broader to permit St. Louis 
county to levy a special county-wide tax for 
police purposes. There is no real hope of im- 
proving the substandard and inequitably fi- 
nanced police service in the county without 
such a change. 

North county Democrats who have been 


sitting on their hands in deference to the op- 
position to the County Department of some 
north county police chiefs are making a mis- 
take. Most of their constituents are support- 
ing at least two police departments (and in 
some cases contributing to a third). There is 
no way of correcting this inequity without 
the constitutional change. 


World Press Welcome 


Through a letter to Dr. Elmer Ellis, Presi- 
dent Eisenhower has extended his personal 
and “special welcome” to more than 100 rep- 
resentatives of press, radio and television 
from some 50 countries who have assembled 
at the University of Missouri for the Press 
Congress of the World. The editors and pub- 
lishers and other workers in information me- 
dia come from Europe, Africa, Asia and North 


-and South America—among them many lead- 


ers in the communications field. 


Thanks to careful thought and planning 
these visitors from overseas, specially selected 
and invited, have been guests of United States 
newspapers and radio and television stations. 
Over the weekend they converged on the 
State University’s School of Journalism at Co- 
lumbia where they are taking part in panels 
and discussions of common problems. For 
three days outstanding American editors, pub- 
lishers and correspondents join them in 
threshing out such problems as the flow of 
news between nations and the responsibilities 
of the press and the newer forms of commu- 
nication. 


Dean Earl F. English carries on a tradition 
of the late Dean Walter Williams, later Presi- 
dent of the University, in assembling this 
galaxy of journalists from over the world. 
Dean Williams was devoted to the idea of 
world advance through international exchange 
of ideas, knowledge, skills, hopes and aspira- 
tions. Walter Williams was the guiding spirit 
of earlier assemblies in San Francisco, Hono- 
lulu and Geneva, and was planning another 
near the end of his life. This observance of 
the fiftieth anniversary of the University of 
Missouri’s School of Journalism is also a liv- 
ing, busy, friendly, inevitably constructive 
memorial to the school’s both visionary and 
practical founder. 

To the visitors all: a hearty welcome to

‘A Wonderful Idea’ 


There is very good news indeed along the 
Current and the Eleven Point. The National 
Park Service has agreed to a detailed study 
at an outlay of $50,000 and about a year’s 
time, looking to the creation of a national 
recreation area in the watersheds of those 
two spring-fed streams. And Director Conrad 
L. Wirth of the N.P.S. calls the recreation- 
area proposal “a wonderful idea,” as indeed 
it is. 

The Administration will have to pass on 
the matter before it can be determined 
whether the Current-Eleven Point is or is not 
to become a national recreation area, as Mr. 
Wirth was quick to point out. But we believe 
that by the time the study is completed the 
sponsors of this fine project will have ma- 
terial at hand which ought to be persuasive 
enough for anyone. 


Bread and Cheese 


The United States has lowered the export 
price of butter from 39 to 37’cents a pound. 
It has also reduced the export price of non- 
fat dry milk. And it has increased the ex- 
port price of cheese from 22 to 35 cents. 
Countries which export dairy products, es- 
pecially the Nétherlands, are unhappy about 
all of these price changes. They see them as 
an American attempt to sell more butter and 
dry milk abroad at their expense while 
keeping their cheese out of the American 
market. Representations have been made in 
Washington. 


“Dumping” alienates friends in a hurry. 
Washington should have learned long ago 
that surplus commodities can be distributed 
abroad among people who need them with- 
out narrowing the markets on which friendly 
nations depend. 


The Dutch know that Americans now are 
eating so much cheese that the Commodity 
Credit Corporation has made only token pur- 
chases of cheese since last September. They 
also know that since 1951 American cheese 
production has gone up more than 20 per 
cent; and they want to know why they may 
not bid for at least a small slice of the Ameri- 
can market. What about the lowering of 
trade barriers about which the State Depart- 
ment likes to talk so much? 

The Dutch point out that their bread is 
made of American wheat. They point out 
further that their purchases from the United 
States in 1958 ran to $50 per capita while 
American purchases from the Netherlands 
ran to only $1 per capita. Little wonder that 
Dr. J. A. P. Franke, the Netherlands’ director 
general of food supply, says: 


Is it reasonable that the Netherlands, a 
huge consumer of American feed grains, are 
given the run-around by this virtual curb on 
their cheese exports to the United States? I 
can assure you that the maintenance of these 
import restrictions on cheese will certainly 
not spur Hollanders into continuing their 
high volume of feed grain imports from the 
United States. 


Clearly, when it comes to foreign trade our 
government must think about all trade, not 
just the dairy or some other part of it. 


Touch of Mud, Touch of Spring 


Henry S. Miller, director of streets, is dis- 
turbed by the mud on the pavements in the 
Plaza apartments area. Other people have 
noticed it, too, and it certainly is the kind of 
gumbo which a tidy housekeeper would not 
want the young to track over her rugs. It is 


not very becoming either when splashed on a- 


two-tone pastel automobile paint job. 


But there is no progress without a touch of 
dirt. And when one thinks about the progress 
that is under way adjacent to the city’s public 
buildings, it is easy to accept a bid of mud. 
One need only think that it is a preliminary to 
handsome buildings, walks and gardens to be 
right cheerful about it. 

Anyway, we are on the verge of spring, the 
season of mud, of mud at its prolific best. 
After all, grass and buds spring out of soggy 
soil. In these lengthening and warming days, 
mud is more than dirt. Of course, nobody 
wants grass growing in the streets. But 
spring with its rains will take care of that, 
too. Mr. Miller needs only a touch of pa- 
tience to rest easy. :

There is something unreal about 
the report of the American Bar As- 
sociation Committee on Communist 
tactics, stategy and objectives. The 
report is highly critical of Supreme 
Court decisions which the committee 
thinks have weakened the internal 
security of the 
United States. It 
has now been ap- 
proved by the 
House of Dele- 
gates of the bar 
association. 

The Supreme 
Court in a series 
of decisions in re- 
cent years has upheld the pre- 
eminence of the Federal Government 
in national security matters and out- 
lawed certain state anti-sedition and 
anti-subversive statutes. It has up- 
held the use of the fifth amendment 
to avoid testimony about Communist 
membership or associations. It has 
ruled that “theoretical advocacy” of 
Communism or other subversive doc- 
trines was not illegal but only overt 
acts or “incitement to action.” 


The court has confined the federal 
security program to employes in so- 
called. “‘sensitive” jobs—that is, in 
agencies dealing with defense or 
other secret matters. The court also 
has limited the power of the Gov- 
ernment to deny passports on the 
grounds of political beliefs or sub- 
versive associations. 

Now the A.B.A. wants Congress to 
overrule many of these decisions. 


We say there is something unreal 
about this, because we believe the 
country has calmed down greatly 
since its spasm of fears and witch- 
hunting of Communists in the early 
Fifties. The decisions of the Supreme 
Court have reaffirmed basic Ameri-

Behind the segregation forces is 
an illiterate oil millionaire.

Sensing a showdown, 
Williams provides shelter for his 
friends’ wives and children in the 
armory of his old mansion. The 
house of the town’s most revered 
family is burned down, after which 
the mob makes for Williams’s house.

As for subversion, the average 
American knows the Communists 
never have been able to get any- 
where in a free society by persua- 
sion, influence, organization or other 
use of democratic rights. 


The trial of Fred W. Stover’s suit 
against radio station WHO here in 
Des Moines reminds us of the failure 
of Communist subversion attempts 
among farmers even during the 
depths of the depression in the early 
Thirties.

But what really is sub- 
versive of America is the doctrine 
that, in order to chain up the Com- 
munists, we must chain up ourselves 
and restrict individual liberty. This 
would be to adopt the worst features 
of Communism itself in order to 
fight it. 


We are disappointed that leaders 
of the legal profession, dedicated to 
the preservation of our rights and 
liberties, seem to have forgotten that 
freedom cannot be preserved by re- 
stricting it.

Offers Refreshing Music 
and Performance.

It is always something of a 
blessing when a symphonic 
band receives dignified treat- 
ment. Most of the time, of 
course, it is regarded as the 
none too legitimate offspring 
of the symphony orchestra- 


marching band misalliance, its 


repertory consisting largely of 
hand-me-downs extorted from 
both parents. 

But last night, at Graham 
Memorial Chapel, Clark Mitze 
directed the Washington Uni- 
versity Band in a concert de- 
voted almost exclusively to 
original works for the medium 
(The single exception was a 
transcription of Handel’s “Wa- 
ter Music Suite,”’ which is fre- 
quently heard in an orchestral 
adaptation made by Sir Hamil- 
ton Harty, Handel's original 
version having all but disap- 
peared.) The results were sin- 
gularly refreshing. Naturally, 
most of this original band mu- 
Sic was of comparatively recent 
vintage, which made for stimu- 
lating listening. 

Of greatest interest was a 
concertino for piano and band 
by Robert Wykes, a Washing- 
ton University faculty member. 
Wvkes is a solid craftsman who 
writes neatly and economically. 
His music possesses consider- 
able animation, and the bal- 
ance between piano and band— 
a rather hazardgus one, all 
things considered—is discreet- 


ly maintained. I should have 
enjoyed some thematic relief 
in Wyke’s work but repeated 
performances might reveal 
themes which eluded me at 
first hearing. Henlay Foster de- 
livered the solo part with ac- 
curacy and insight. 

A more spectacular—if less 
rewarding — interest was gen- 
erated by the  suggestively 
entitled “Angels and Devils” 
by Henry Brant. Intriguingly 
scored for solo flute accom- 


panied by eleven flutes, picco- 
los and alto flutes, it evoked a 
charm But nothing 
wears thin so quickly as charm, 


| and Brant’s music went on far 


too long to sustain the initial 
impulse. Janet Sillars was fea-

The band’s’ performance, 
rather tentative at the begin- 
ning of the program, improved 
considerably during the course 


of the evening, and by the time 
it got to the final “Celebration” 
of Paul Creston, it was in fine 
fettle.

—that a symphonic band is a 
perfectly balanced, completely 
versatile instrument. All it 
needs is an expanded reper- 
tory.

region on Cuba’s southwestern 
tip in Pinar del Rio province. 
Some is grazing land. Some 
is rocky or wooded. 

The American-owned Cuban 
land and Tobacco Leaf Co. 
formerly held title to nearly 
18.000 of these acres and a 
Cuban operator the rest. 

Cuba’s Bank of Agricultural 
and Industrial Development 
bought the land four years ago 
for an estimated $200,000. The 
revolutionary government 
bought it recently from the 
bank for $430,000. Under the 
sales agreement the bank must 
clear and improve the land 
and continue a program of 
technical and economic aid. 

Option Retained. 

Most of the farmers who re- 
ceived titles from Castro were 
former tenants who had been 
working the land for years for 
a share of the profits. The 
government retains first option 
to repurchase the properties. 

Castro, other government of- 
ficials and reporters made the 
940-mile trip here aboard a 
Cuban navy frigate.

He said passage of the bill 
“would constitute the most sig- | 
nificant civil rights legislation | 
to come out of Congress since 
the adoption of the Bill of 
Rights.” | 


It would apply in all con- 
tempt of court cases involving 
individuals except in instances 
of contempt committed in the. 
presence of the judge. 

One effect would be to wipe 
out a section of the 1957 civil | 
rights act which permits judges | 
to impose jail sentences up to 
45 days and fines up to $300 
without jury trials for con- 
tempt of court orders in voting | 
rights cases. 

As originally proposed, the 
legislation made no provision 
for jury trials in these cases. | 
Talmadge, in denouncing the 
compromise finally adopted, 
saié it placed “a dollars-and- 
cents premium” on a right 
guaranteed by the Constitution. 

He said in a Senate speech 
that the civil rights of the 
American people are those em- 
bedded in the Bill of Rights. 
He added they do not include 
what he called fancied rights 
dreamed up by “political op- | 
portunists as lures for the 
votes of this or that pivotal 
minority.” 

Talmadge’s bill also is de- 
signed to prevent the use of 
blanket injunctions for the en- 
forcement of court orders by 
specifiying that no one can be 
bound by a federal injunction 
unless: 

He is a party to the pro- 
ceeding, or 

He is named in the injunc- 
tion and served with a copy 
of it, or 

The injunction is read and 
explained by a judge in open 
court in the presence of the 
individual named in it.

The break was 1000 feet be- 
low the surface of the Atlan- 
tic. about 190 miles east ol 
Newfoundland.

Production of Eggs 
Up and Board Reports 
Quality Is Excellent 


By DOROTHY BRAINERD 
Post-Dispatch Food Editor. 
EGGS ARE A BARGAIN—this statement has been re- 
peated week after week in the Thursday marketing column of 


this newspaper. 


It is a statement worthy of emphasis by 
repetition; they are a bargain indeed. 


Egg production is 


running approximately 7 per cent more than a year ago, 
according to estimates by the Poultry and Egg National Board. 
And not only are eggs abundant; quality also is excellent 


right now. 

This is a happy coincidence, 
since they are such an excel- 
lent source of protein and Lent- 
en menus may be low in iron 
and protein unless they are 


planned with care. Three large } 


eggs will more than supply the 
amount of protein found in 


an average serving of red | 


meats, so the wise homemaker 
will serve eggs frequently in 
the interests of both economy 
and good nutrition. 

If the delicate flavor of eggs 
is to be enjoyed to the fullest, 
they should be cooked with 
eare. Here are a few basic rules 
for egg cookery which will as- 
sure best results: 


Use low-to-moderate heat in 
cooking eggs. Too high heat or 
over cooking toughens the tex- 
ture. 

When making custards, sau- 
ees or other mixtures that 
eall for combining liquid with 
eggs, avoid curdling by add- 
ing the hot liquid gradu- 
ally to the beaten egg—never 
the egg to the hot liquid. 

Beaten egg whites hold their 
foam better if a little lemon 
juice or cream of tartar is 
added before beating. 

To combine beaten egg 
whites with other mixtures, 
fold—don’t stir—using a light 
under-and-over motion.

was a simple, direct confirma- 
tion of expectations: The bull 
market was on a new leg up- 
ward. 

Those who aren't quite so op- 
timistic touk a gander at the 
more scientific, more broadly- 
based Standard & Poor's in- 
dustrial average embracing 425 
stocks. When the Dow pierced 
600 on February 20, the Stand- 
ard average stayed stubbornly 
below its previous top of 59.75. 
But the bulls were ascendant. 

Spirit of Venturesomeness. 

A recent Dun & Bradstreet 
survey of executives indicated 
that 77% expect sales to be 
higher in the second quarter 
than they were ¢@ year ago. 
Only 3% expected sales to be 
lower. This conficence is be- 
ing expressed with cash—in 
new busienss ventares as well 
as in stocks. 


In January, 18,773 new busi- 


nesses were incorporated, tne 
highest on record. This fol- 
lowed a December in which 


new incorporations also were 
at a record high at 16,458. 
Earlier in 1958, new corpora- 
tions had ranged between 10,- 
500 and 13,600 per month. 

No doubt, this venture- 
someness was influenced by 
the decline in business fail- 
ures. Early in 1958, failures 
reached 1500 per month, but 
by the end of the year had 
fallen to 1100. The January 
total of 1273 was slightly be- 
low January, 1958 
Significantly, for every busi- 

ness failure, 15 new businesses 
sprung up in December and 
January—the highest ratio of 
ventures to failures in a decade. 
The ratio had been running at 
10 incorporations per failure 
You have to go back to 1952-53 
for an approach to the present 
degree of venturesomengss. 
Stability By Mandate. 
From its vantage point 3000 
miles away, The Econorgist sug- 
gests that a new advance in 
stock prices “seems ta be de- 
pendent on a continged im- 
provement in corporalfe earn- 
ings and dividends.” Yet, The 
Economist acknowledges that 
past relationships between price 


and earnings may bé out of 
date. 
This theory has tren ana- 


lyzed in this column hefore: In 


the old days, when the economy 
was periodically victimized by 
the business cycle — by fierce 
ups and fiercer downs in earn- 
ings and dividends—you paid 
enough when you paid $10 for 
every one dollar of earning 
power.

Nowadays, the federal gov- 


ernment is under Congression- 
al mandate to maintain a high 
level of employment and pur- 
chasing power to prevent a deep 
recession.

Consequently, it’s

much. And you can win a great 
deal if business expands, since 


inflation is an earnings and 
growth additive. 
By the same token, it’s ar- 


gued, stocks are “in orbit—re- 
leased from the gravitational 
pull” of interest rates. Bonds 
don't offer growth possibilities 
and, in the present mode of 
thought, over the years they’re 
sure to buy less and less. 
Hence, long-term governments 
yield 4° versus 344% for in- 
dustrial stocks. 
Wall Street’s Foreign Fortitude. 
In view of this rampant as- 


sumption of perpetual dollar 
erosion, observes The _ Econ- 
omist, “the very height of 
share prices has become one 


of the major factors in convinc- 
ing investors that they will go 
still higher.” 

One of the newer fancies 
is that we're in a post-war 
era akin to 1918-1929—only 
elongated: It takes 112 years 
in this era .o equal one year 
of the old era. In terms of 
the earlier boom, we’re about 
in 1927-28, and prosperity 
will sweep on until 1961 or 
1962, or 16 or 17 years from 
the end of World War II in 
1945. 

That kind of thinking is not 
really thinking, it’s grasping 
for historical analogies. In <iin- 
ple, this market is betting on 
prolonged prosperity. It isn’t 


allowing for a pause in the rise | 


It 
assuming that recovery will ac 
away with unemployment. and 
that no “external political 
crisis” — again quoting The 
Economist—will cause a major 
economic disturbance

And Baseball Star 


NEW YORK, March 2 (AP)—Albert (Albie) Booth, one of 


Yale’s greatest halfbacks and 


all-around athletes, died of a 


heart attack early yesterday. He was 51 years old. 


Booth, whose broken-field 
running feat§ of 1929-31 sent 
fans into near hysteria, col- 
lapsed after attending a Broad- 
way play with his wife Satur- 
day night. He was taken to St. 
Elizabeth’s Hospital but died 
shortly after 2 a.m. 

The manager of an ice cream 
company in New Haven, Conn., 
Booth lived with his wife, the 
former Marion G. Noble, in 
Hamden, a New Haven suburb.

Months of rest in a ‘sani- 
tarium were needed. 

With the pluck and determi- 
nation against odds that char- 
acterized him, Booth licked the 
disease, and then begged until 
allowed to play on the baseball 
team as shortstop that spring.

RECENT ADVANCES in 
rocketry indicate man may 
get to the moon sooner than 
even the well-informed 
imagined. 

This very prospect, however, 
increases his concern about 
the presence of meteoric dust 
and particles in space. 


These constitute a deadly 
rain when they fall on a body 
—like the moon—which pos- 
sesses no protective atmos- 
phere. Arriving at a speed 
100 times as fast as a high 
powered rifle bullet, even a 
small particle is lethal. 


The hazard is real, as the 
current flock of satellites tele- 
metering information back to 
earth has shown.. 

Soviet data acquired from 
Sputniks indicate meteoric ma- 
terial is falling to the earth 
at the rate of 100,000,000 tons 
a day! 

This is an incredible figure. 
Is it possible the sensing in- 
struments were in error or the 
Sputniks moved through me- 
teoric showers having espe- 
cially large concentrations of 
particles? 

If the figures are correct, it 
means meteoric debris is fall- 
ing on the earth at the rate of 
100 pounds per square mile per 
day. In a year this would 
amount to 57 pounds per acre. 
Surely there would be ample 
evidence of such rain, if it 
existed. 

In shallow seas, for example, 
the particles would settle and 
remain undisturbed for cen-

Thus we are forced to con- 
clude that an unusually large 
error was contained in the 
Sputnik information. 

What about studies in this 
country? 

An evaluation of the high 
altitude Aerobee rockets fired 
from the White Sands Proving 
Grounds indicates the daily 
meteoric showers range from a 
high of 25,000 tons to a low of 
5000 tons per day. However, 
because of the earth’s motion 
around the sun and the spin- 
ning of the earth, the time of 
recording the data influenced 
the results.

strumentation in the satellites 
was sensitive enough to detect 
particles weighing less than a 
ten-billionth of an ounce and 
about 50-millionths of an inch 
in diameter! 


From the data which the 
Explorers transmitted, scien- 
tists have reduced the density 
of the particles from the high 
obtained by the Aerobee 
rockets.

St. Louisan Adapts 
Hemingway for ‘I'V 


NEW YORK, March 2. 
A. E. HOTCHNER is the official dramatizer—he doesn’t 
like the word adapter—of the works of Ernest Hemingway 


- for television, a post of imposing if somewhat frightening 


grandeur. A longtime buddy, drinking companion, and 
admirer of the Nobel Prize winner, Hotchner takes the job 
6g but not so solemnly that it scares the hell out of 

“He’s going to trust me until our first disaster,” said 
Hotchner, a red-headed, freckle-faced, amiable imp who 
might very well have been the model for Howdy Doody. 
So far Hotchner has staved off disaster brilliantly through 
seven dramatizations of Hemingway tales—“The Battler,” 
“The Nun,” “The Radio,” “Fifty Grand,” “Nick Adams,” 
“Capitol of the World” and “The Gambler.” I didn’t see 
em all but the ones I did were brilliant, notably “The 
World of Nick Adams” on “Seven Lively Arts,” “Fifty 
Grand” on “Kraft,” and “The Battler” on “Playwrights.” 


Hotchner, a former St. Louisan, has a profound under- 
standing of the man and his work. I think he knows what 
Hemingway is aiming at and is not so awed by him that he 
can't get the work done. How, I asked him, did Heming- 
way fee] about having his work changed? 


“Very lenient,” said Hotchner. “He doesn’t 
demand anything. He doesn’t, above all, feel the 
writer has te cherish every word. Hemingway 
doesn’t even read tle scripts. He waits until some- 
one shows him a kinescope. Right now, he’s in 
Ketchum, Idaho, in a log house in a town of some 
800 finishing a novel. This show (‘For Whom the 
Bell Tolls’) in two parts on ‘Playhouse 90,’ now 
in rehearsal for presentation March 12 and 19) will 
be the first time he’s ever seen one of his stories 
actually on television.” 


While Hemingway has liked all of his stories which 
Hotch has dramatized on TV, he has generally loathed 
what the movies have done to‘his work. “ ‘The Killers’ is 
the only movie Hemingway liked. That was written for 
the screen by John Huston who understands Hemingway. 
You have to understand all of it—not just one story or one 
novel. It helps to know the man as much as you can.

Hotchner grinned: “Hemingway hated the movie ver- 
sion of ‘The Sun Also Rises.’ He said to me that any movie 


-in which Errol Flynn emerges as the best actor is a dis- 


aster.” He brooded a moment and then added: “I suppose 
what I’m trying to say is that when you're dramatizing 
Hemingway you don’t write it the way Noel Coward would 
write it.” 


As. a dramatizer, he many times feels called on to 
ehange the action or content or the time sequence of the 
eriginal. The idea is to preserve the spirit. 


“One of my secret satisfactions is reading a 
review praising me for something Hemingway 
didn’t write. Im ‘Fifty Grand’ one reviewer said 


something to the effect that the description of the 
fighter talking to his wife before the fight is as 
great on the TV screen as it was on the printed 
page. Well, it wasn’t on the printed page. I made 
it up.” 


Hotchner does originals, too. Last year on “Playhouse 
90,” he wrote “The Last Clear Chance,” an excellent court- 
room drama starring Paul Muni and Luther Adler which 
was repeated during the summer. The legal papers came 
easy because Hotchner is a lawyer who has abandoned the 
practice of law for the typewriter. (He is a graduate of 
Washington University school of law.) 


Right now he’s working on another “Playhouse 90” 
script called “The Last Four Days of Mussolini.” The 
documentary thing is real big this year and this is a logical 
successor to “The Plot to Kill Stalin” and “Seven Against 
the Wall,” which was a documentary on the St. Valentine’s 
day massacre in Chicago. 

“Doing a documentary type of thing is entirely differ- 
ent from doing anything else. You have to get rid of all 
your prejudices and create out of the facts, the fiction of 
drama. I like working with Fred Coe (producer of many 
of ‘Playhouse 90s’ best shows. When Coe produces, the 
author has the same status as a playwright on Broadway. 
You're committed to the show from the beginning to the 
end. Not all shows are like that. U.S. Steel, for example, 


just buys your script and says goodby to you.”

New Products for Home

CHAIR AND MORE: An unusual new lightweight, 
portable furniture piece can be used half a dozen ways. 
Basically, it’s a tubular plastic chair. But it’s designed 
to lock quickly into a great variety of positions so that it 
becomes, when necessary, a contour chair, a chaise lounge, 
an extra guest-bed or a camping bed. And it even becomes 
a table as well. You can use it indoors—and outdoors, in 
season on patio or terrace. It weighs approximately 12 
pounds, is 30 inches wide. 


FLOAT-OFF, FLOAT-ON: If you own a boat up to 16 
feet long, you may want to look into a new trailer that sim- 
plifies launching and loading. Its frame can be lowered 
to lie flat on lake or river bed, thus allowing you to take 
advantage of the boat’s buoyancy and float it off for use, 
float it back on for reloading. A simple, self-locking, 
worm-gear winch and cable arrangement raises and lowers 
the frame. Also featured: New type cradles which con- 
form to the body of any boat. Made of flexible steel rods 
and completely rubber-covered, the cradles can be readily 
reformed to accommodate various size boats on the same 
trailer. 


FLOOR CARE AIDS: One feature of a new electric 
floor polisher is a two-speed motor—low for a splash-free 
wax spreading, high for polishing. Also, instead of two 
brushes, there are three, said to provide gap-free coverage 
and to be mounted so they adjust to uneven floors. 


MINOR BOONS: Costing less, a new imported syn- 
thetic cloth is said to do everything a chamois cloth can 
do, plus a lot more, and last longer, too. Like chamois, it 
absorbs moisture and dries as it cleans. Unlike chamois 
it’s unaffected by oil and grease, can be used on machines, 
then cleaned with a solvent.

THE INTERNATIONAL AD- 
VENTURESS dodge isn’t what 
it used to be. Too many com- 
moners have made good in the 
act. A genuine titled lady 
doesn’t break into the adven- 
turess news the way titled 
ladies used to do. 

One of the last and the best 
of the titled international ad- 
venturesses was worth ‘about 
350 words on the Associated 
Press wire the other day. The 
former Countess Vera Cath- 
cart made a sad little come- 
back as a news item. Somebody 
in the Dedham, Mass., office 
of the Associated Press dressed 
up the simple story with the 
box-score totals of a game 
played long ago, proving that 
scandal carries its age far bet- 
ter than virtue. 

The countess got back in the 
news by surrendering a claim 
to $300,000. The five children 
of a Massachusetts wool mer- 
chant could have daddy’s 
dough without any more argu- 
ment from the countess. As a 
performance by a once-great 
artist the countess’s renuncia- 
tion had the pathos of Babe 
Ruth in his last season. What's 
a wool merchant? Where did 
everybody g0? 

March of 1926 was not a par- 
ticularly good news month. 
Mussolini, trying to make a 
name for himself, woke up the 
back row in the Italian Cham- 
ber by demanding that the 
French and the Germans and 
all the other stray mountain 
goats get the arrivederci off 
his Alps. The movie “Ben Hur” 
was completed at an an- 
nounced cost of $4,000,000. No 
sound but lots of Ramon 
Navarro. The news magazines 
were straining. 

Relief came from Ellis Is- 
land. The Countess Vera Cath- 
cart had tried to land in the 
United States and had been 
refused admission on the

grounds of moral turpitude. 
She was sent to Ellis Island 
where the Immigration author- 
ities stockpiled all the con- 
fessed lepers, Mafia recruiting 
officers and adventuring count- 
esses that came here knocking 
to get in. Every newspaper in 
the United States and in the 
countess’s home grounds, Eng- 
land, dusted off its expert on 
moral turpitude. The New Re- 
public and the Literary Digest 
dusted off their experts. The 
thing was that serious, or the 
rest of the news available was 
that dreary. 


The cause of the uproar 
was a rather plain woman. 
Photographs made in 1926 
indicate she was about ready 
to confess to middle age. Her 
nose was long and photo- 
graphed broad and flat, not 
near so pretty as Jack Demp- 
sey’s. He’d just had his 
straightened out. The count- 
ess looked made to order for 
the flat-chest fashions and 
when she crossed her legs 
for her shipboard photo she 
showed more skirt than leg. 
Anybody arranging a blind 
date for the countess would 
promote her as “a nice girl.” 

’ 

She was born plain Vera 
Fraser in South Africa. Being 
born without a title has no im- 
portance in rating titled inter- 
national adventuresses. One of 
the all-time greats at the game, 


Catherine I of Russia, was 
plain +« Martha Skavronskaya, 
Lithuanian servant girl. (One 


day while she was working 
around the home of Prince 
Menshikov she dusted up to 


Peter the Great and she wound 
up wearing a crown with 2564 
gems topped by a ruby the size 
of a pigeon egg. Never under- 
estimate the power of an ad- 
venturess.) 

Vera Fraser married the 
fifth Earl Cathcart in 1919. He 
was 39 years older than she 
but those were no odds at all 
to a Cathcart. The Cathcarts 
had been soldiering for the 
crown so long their honors 
were beginning to repeat them- 
selves. They were called Vis- 
count Cathcart of Cathcart or 
Baron Greenwich of Green- 
wich. They were men who had 
everything, at least twice. 

In 1922 the Earl divorced 
Vera. She had run off with 
the Earl of Craven, a married 
man. She was as secretive 
about the affair as Cleopatra 
issuing bulletins on Mare An- 
thony. That was the count- 
ess’s mistake. 

When she came to the Unit- 
ed States in 1926, the memoirs 
in her trunk, publishers’s ad- 
dresses in hand and a home- 
made play entitled “Ashes of 
Love” all ready for the cast- 
ing, she was refused admis- 
sion on the grounds of moral 
turpitude. She had committed 
the tactical error of admitting 
her crime. 

Running off with Craven 
wasn’t a crime in.

Chevalier, the Ageless Boulevardier

“ALL THE GOOD IDEAS 
come from the heart,” said 
Maurice Chevalier. 

There are few men his age 
today who can match France's 
gay boulevardier in either 
grace or gratitude.

—yes, I started at 11,” he said. 
“T take my job seriously, be- 
cause it is my whole life, my 
whole happiness. 

“You have to love a profes-

Chevalier, who quit a du-

‘factory to become the most 


durable song-and-dance man 
of his time, retains a Gallic 
charm that is financial as 
well as physical. Nearly 30 
years ago he was making 
$20,000 a week, and today, 
he is more solvent than the 
French Government. Or the 
American Government, for 
that matter. 


Seated in the living room 
of his suite in the Waldorf 
Towers, Chevalier was the pic- 
ture of a timeless, old-fash- 
ioned sport. He wore a smart 
glen plaid suit whose pattern 
looks as if it had been woven 
in Braille. His spring-blue eyes 
crinkled in a ruddy complexion 
marinated by the color of a 
fine Bordeaux wine. 

But at 180 pounds, his agile 
frame gave a slight hint of 
portliness.

entries to dummy to set up and 
run the hearts,

barred. In 1891 “crimes of 
moral turpitude” were added. 
We were getting real choosy. 

While Vera sat on Ellis Is- 
land sifting through the ashes 
of love and publicity, the New 
Republic set the public think- 
ing right: “The Cathcart case 
reveals at once the difficulties 
the law encounters whenever 
it enters the domain of mor- 
oe « « The Cathcart case 
will settle the criminal quality 
of adultery so far as our im- 
migration laws are concerned. 
Legislation .. . touching ‘mor- 
als’ is peculiarly prone to the 
abuse of capricious and vary- 
ing judgments.” 

The Literary Digest ran a 
two-page spread of famous 
moral-turpitude rejects, slugs 
that didn’t ring true on the 
counter of Ellis Island. There 
was the Emir of Kurdistan, a 
Turkish nobleman the Turks 
said they’d never heard of. 
There was Emma Goldman, an 
anarchist thrown out in 1919, 
kicking. There was Maxim 
Gorki, the Russian novelist 
who came to the United States, 
with a Polish lady and forgot 
to ask the lady’s husband to 
accompany them. At top-right 
was the Countess Vera. 

A group of suffragettes took 
up the countess’s cause. The 
countess’s friend, the Earl of 
Craven, had come into the 
country the previous fall with- 
out a hitch. Shrieking for equal 
rights to sin in this man’s 
world, the suffragettes suc- 
ceeded mainly in getting the 
Immigration Service on Crav- 
en's trail. He fled to Canada. 


The Baltimore Evening 
Sun editorialized, “Verily, 
virtue is its own reward and 
the wages of sin run in large 
figures. Confess your sins 
and there will be a check in 
the morning mail from a 
confession magazine.” 


The London Evening Stand- 
ard declared that the certainty 
of being questioned on moral 
turpitude was bad for the trav- 
el business.

NEW YORK, March 2. 

ON AN AFTERNOON in 
January 1943; a_ telephone 
shrilled in a hotel suite in San 
Francisco. Clare Boothe Luce, 
working on a political speech 
she was to deliver that evening, 
let it ring, thinking her maid 
or secretary would answer it. 
When she finally realized she 
was alone, she picked up the 
telephone. “This is the Asso- 
ciated Press,” a voice said flat- 
ly. “We are calling to confirm 
the death of Ann Brokaw in an 
automobile accident.” 

Thus it was that Mrs. Luce 
learned of the death of her 
only daughter, 19 years old. 
They had lunched together an 
hour earlier. 

It changed Mrs. Luce’s life. 
Her friends feared she would 
not survive the sorrow. But she 
turned to the Roman Catholic 
church and drew great solace 
from her new religion. 


Her friends found that 
Mrs. Luce had acquired a 
warmth and humility that she 
lacked. Her agile mind had 
given a cruel whiplash to her 
tongue. But slowly she was 
now becoming more gentle. 


Mrs. Luce, newly appointed. 


ambassador to Brazil, was born 
in New York on April 10, 1903. 
Her parents were William F. 
Boothe, an unsuccessful violin- 
ist, and Ann Clare Snyder 
Boothe, a_ beautiful woman. 
Mrs. Luce adored her mother 
and never forgave her father 
for deserting her. 


The child was endowed with 
the attributes of success and 
fortune from the start. She 
won highest honors at Castle 
School, Tarrytown, N.Y. In 
1923 she married George Tuttle 
Brokaw, a millionaire who, at 
43, was 20 years her senior. 

Ann was born to this mar- 
riage, which ended in divorce 
six years later. The future Mrs. 
Luce was a glittering figure 
with big blue eyes, soft brown 
hair and, as one writer put it, 
“a profile worthy of a place on 
any nation’s postage stamps.” 
But there was also that cold- 
ness. 

“It’s a beautiful facade, well 
constructed, but without cen- 
tral heating,” a Frenchman re- 
marked. 

In the society world into 
which her former husband had 
introduced her Clare Boothe 
had met Conde Nast, the pub- 
lisher. Through him she be- 
came associate editor of Vogue 
and in three years was manag- 
ing editor of Vanity Fair. 

Then, in 1935, Clare Boothe 
became the wife of .-Henry 
Luce, publisher of Time maga- 
zine. Two days before the wed- 
ding her first play, “Abide 
With Me,” opened on Broad-

But Mrs. Luce was not dis- 
couraged. She had three hits 
on Broadway in the next three 
seasons—‘“The Women.” “Kiss 
the Boys Good-by” and “Mar- 
gin for Error.” The critics still 


did not like her work. But the | 


public did. 


Next she turned to politics. | 


Under the Republican stand- 


ard, she was elected to Con- 


gress in 1942. 


In the political area Mrs. 
Luce was a tiger with sharp 
claws. 


“The Democratic party.” she 
said, “has a vested interest 


in depression at home and in 


war abroad. Its leaders are 
always troubadours of trouble; 
crooners of catastrophe. Pub- 
lic confusion on vital issues is 
Democratic weather. A Demo- 
cratic President is doomed to 
proceed to his goals like a 
squid, squirting darkness all 
about him.” 

She and her husband played 
an important role in gaining 
the Republican nomination for 
President for Dwight D. Eisen- 
hower in 1952. Mrs. Luce 


made 47 radio and television | 


speeches in his behalf in that 
year. 


In 1952 Mrs. Luce was 
named Ambassador to Italy. 
She served in Rome until 
1957. Probably because of 
her acquired warmth, she 
found general favor with the 
Italian people, and even her 
critics. 


There are many stories told 
of Clare Boothe Luce. She 
wrote “The Women” in three 
days. She saved an army 


colonel from drowning in | 


Burma. One of her best stories 
is apocryphal. It is, however, 
so typical of Mrs. Luce that 
it is often told.
